R . Livingilon faid, he held two refo- 
lutions, which he intended to offer to 
the Houfe, the one in their ordinary legiila- 
tive capacity,the other addrciled to them as 
the fpecial guardians of the Conftitution and 
laws, and the high inquell for the people of 
the United States. 


M r. L. faid, that after the treaty with 
Great-Britain had received the final fa no­ 
tion of all the conftituted authorities of the 
United States, luch laws were palled as were 
deemed competent to carry it into lull et- 
fe£l j experience, however, had lliewn that 
further legiflative provifion was neceflary 
on the one hand to give full efficacy to the 
compa&, and carry all its engagements in­ 
to operation with fidelity, on the other to 
guard againft any milchiefs that might a- 
rife from uncertainty in the 
inftrument or 
mifconftru&ion of its provilions. 


Experience had ihewn, that an article in 
terms juft, reciprocal, and innocent, had by 
this means become unjuft, injurious, and in 
the higheft degree unequal in its operation. 


H e alluded he faid to the 27th article, 
which provided for the appreheniion and de­ 
livery o f fugitive», which wa» in the tollow- 
ing words : 


“ It is further agreed, that his ma jefty 
and the United State», 011 mutual requili- 
tions, by them refpe&ively, or by their re- 
fpettive minifters or officers, authoriied to 
make the fame, will deliver up to juftice all 
perfons, who, being charged with murder or 
forgery, committed within the jurikliition 
o f either, lhall leek an afylum within any 
o f the countries o f the other, provided that 
this fliall only be done on fuch eviihnce oi 
criminality, as, according to the laws of th • 
place,where the fugitive, or perlon lo chatg- 
ed ihall be found, would juilify his apprc- 
henlion and commitment for trial, it the 
offence had been 
there committed. 
'1 he 
expence of fuch apprehenfion and delivery 
{hall be borne and defrayed, by thofe who 
make the requifuion and receive the fu gi­ 
tiv e.’’ 


By a recent conftru&ion of this article, 
any perfon, even a citizen ot the United 
States, on the requifition of a foreign power 
to whom he might have made himfelf ob­ 
noxious, 
being charged with a fuppofed 
crime 
faid to be committed in a foreign 
country, or even on the high feus under the 
immediate jurildidtion of our own courts, 
might be torn from his country,connections 
and friends, dragged to a diftant land, and 
there fall an unprotected latrifice to the 
political bigotry of a prejudiced court, or 
the ftern unrelenting feverity of a military 
tribunal— he might iuffcr this in deliai.ee of 
the conftitutional provifion which allured to 
him the intervention of one jury to charge, 
and another to c on viil him oi a crime.— It 
was to apply fome remedy to thefe evils, 
that this firft refolution was calculated. 


T h e 2d refolution was connected with 
the fubjeft of the firft, and tended to invef- 
tigate a fact which had been publicly and 
ferioufly aflerted in all the papers 011 the 
continent, and which had never been extenu­ 
ated »r denied.— It had been there aiTertecl, 
that a letter was written by an officer at the 
head of one of the great executive depart­ 
ments, to a judge, adviling and requeuing 
him how to act in a judicial cafe, aiifing 
under the article juft read ; and, that the 
application might have greater weight, that 
advice and rcqueft were Hated to be the Pr** 
fident’s. 


M r. L. faid he frould make no obferva- 
tions on the danger of permitting executive 
influence to operate on judicial decihon : its 
fatal tendency would be immediately ieen, 
and univerfally acknowledged. 


A nd as in the exercife of this important 
funftion of the houfe, it was efpecially ne- 
ceiTary to difctrd prejudice, animofity and 
the irritation o f party, he ihould not flrive 
to awaken any paffion or enlift any feeling 
on the queftion : he would therefore make 
no other remarks until the refult o f the 
inquiry ftould tither confirm th^chargc or 


Ihewit to be withoutfoundation ; perfuaded 
that, in the former cafe every member o f 
the houfe would unite in fuch meafures as 
juftice and duty would didtate, and confcious 
that in the latter relult, no one would more 
heartily rejoice than himfelf in acknowledg­ 
ing it to be groundlefs, and doing juftice to 
the characters o f thofe who might be impli­ 
cated in the charge* 


H e then read the following refolutions, 
which if feconded, he would lay on the table; 


Resolved, 
T h a t proviiion 
ought to be 
made by law for carrying into effeCt the 27th 
article of the T re a ty of A m i ty , Commerce 
and Navigation, between the United States 
and tlie K in g of Great-Hritain. 


T h a t the Preiident o f the United 
States be requefted to lay before this houfe 
copies of the requifition for, and other papers 
relative to the apprehenfion and delivery o f 
Jonathan Robbins, under the 27th article 
of the treaty of amity, commerce and n a v i­ 
gation, between the United States and the- 
K in g of Great-Britain, together with copies 
o f the communications (if any) between 
either o f the executive departments and the 
Judge o f the DiflriCt Court o f S. Carolina 
on the fubjeCt. 


T h e y were fecondsd and laid on the table. 


Adjourned.

R. Livingfton faid, he held two refo- 
lutions, which he intended to offer to 
the Houfe, the one in their ordinary legilla- 
tive capacity, the other addrclled to them as 
the fpecial guardians of the Confliction and 
laws, and the high inqueft for the people of 
the United States. 
Mr. L. faid, that after the treaty With 
Great-Britain had received the final f a c ­ 
tion of all the conflicted authorities of the 
United States* luch laws were palled as were 
deemed competent to carry it into lull et- 
fedl ; experience, however, had fhewu that 
further legiflative provifion was neceflary 
on the one hand to give full efficacy to the 
compaa, and carry all its engagements in­ 
to operation with fidelity, on the other to 
guard againft any mifchiefs that might a- 
rife from uncertainty in the internment or 
mifconflru&ion of its provilions. 
Experience had fhewn, that an article in 
terms juft, reciprocal, and innocent, had by 
this means become unjuft, injurious, and iii 
the higheft degree unequal in its operation. 
He alluded he faid to the 27th article, 
which provided for the apprchenfion and de­ 
livery of fugitive*, which wai in the follow­ 
ing words : 
u It is further agreed, that his majefty 
and the United States, on mutual requili- 
tiont, by them refpe&ively, or by their re- 
fpe&ive minifters or officers, authorilrd to 
make the fame, will deliver up to judice all 
perfons, who, being charged with murder or 
forgery, committed within the junfdittion 
of either, Dull leek an afylum within any 
of the commies of the other, provid» d that 
this Dull only be done on fuch eviiUnce of 
criminality, as, according to the law* of the 
place,where the fugitive, or perfon lo c h a f ­ 
ed (hall be found, would juftify his appic- 
henfion and commitment for trial, ii the 
offence had been 
there committed. 
I he 
•xpence of luch apprehenfion and delivery 
(hall be borne and defrayed, by thole who 
make the requisition and receive the fugi­ 
tive.” 
By a recent conftrmfUon of this article, 
any perfon, even a citizen of the United 
States, on tile requifition of a foreign power 
to whom he might have made himfelf ob­ 
noxious, 
being charged with a luppoled 
crime faid to be committed in a foreign 
country, or even on the high Teas under the 
immediate juriididtion of our own com cs, 
might be torii from his country,connexions 
ana friends, dragged to a diftant land, and 
there fall an unprotected facrificc to tile 
political bigotry of a prejudiced court, or 
the ftern unrelenting fie verity of a military 
tribunal— he might tufter this in defiance of 
the confliction*! piovifion which allured to 
him the intervention of one jury to charge, 
and another to convict him of a crime— 
It 
was to apply Tome remedy to thefe evils, 
that this firft refolution was calculated. 
The 2d refolution was connected with 
the fubjcdt of the firft, and tended to invef- 
tigate a fact which had bren publicly aud 
ferioufly aHerted in all the papers on the 
continent, and which had never been extenu­ 
ated or denied— 
It had been there afTrrted, 
that a letter was written by an officer at the 
head of one of tilt great executive depart­ 
ments, to a judge, advifing and requiting 
him how to act iii a judicial cafe, ai Ting 
under the article juft read ; and, that the 
application might have greater weight, that 
advice and rcqueft were Hated to be the Prv- 
(idem’*. 
Mr. L. faid he ffiould make no obferva- 
tions on the danger of permitting executive 
influence to operate oil judicial decifion ; its 
fatal tendency would be immediately ieen, 
and univerfally acknowledged. 
And as in the exercife of this important 
function of the houfe, it was efpecially ne- 
cedary to difcard prejudice, animofity and 
the irritation of party, he fhould not ftrive 
to awaken any paffion or enlift any feeling 
on the queftion : he would therefore make 
no other remarks until the refult of the 
inquiry ffiould cither confirm tht^chargc or 


(hew it to be without foundation ; pervaded 
that, in the former cafe every member o f 
the houfe would unite in luch meafurcs as 
juftice and duty would d ila te , and confcious 
that in the latter refult, no one would more 
heartily rejoice than himfelf iii acknowledg­ 
ing it to be groundlefs, and doing juftice to 
the characters of thofe who might be impli­ 
cated in the charge. 
He then read the following refutations, 
which if recorded, he would lay on the table: 
Resolved, 
That provIlion 
ought tv be 
made by law for carrying into effect the 27th 
article of the Treaty of Amity, Commerce 
and Navigation, between the United States 
and tile King of Great-Britain. 
Resolved, That the Prefident o f the United 
States be requefted to lay before this houfe 
copies of the requifition for, and other papers 
relative to the apprehenfion and deliveiy o f 
Jonathan Robbins, under the 27th article 
of the treaty of amity, commerce and navi­ 
gation, between the United States and the. 
King of Great-Britain, together with copies 
of the communications (if any) between 
either of the executive departments and the 
Judge of the Diilrid Court of S. Carolina 
on the fubjed. 
They were fcconded and laid on the table. 
Adjourned.

Majeity, fandti®ned by commiilion, 
to dilTeminate difcord, to mak« parties, and 
oy every unlawful meani to deceive our 
pvople, in order to effeit the completion of 
a treaty made between the United States 
and his C.itholic Majefty at Philadelphia, in 
the month of Sept, 1795, with intentions to 
fubvert and deflroy the right of fovereignty 
which this nation and its confederates have 
Uad from the beginning of time. 


W e , the Diredlor-General o f M u ik o g e e , 
being duly authorilcd, do hereby iffue our 
proclamation, and direfl 
that all perfons 
now refiding within the territories o f M u i k ­ 
ogee, holding any unlawful commiilion un­ 
der the United States or his Catholic M a- 
jefty, or employed by them, are hereby or­ 
dered to depart thefc our ttrritories, on or 
before the 8th N o v . next, as they will anfwcr 
at their peril.
